in the strik e zone who has arm s or 
ammunition to turn them over to the 
United States Army forces. 


The order was crisp and impera­ 
tive. 
It applies mainly to the armed 
strik ers and mine guards. 
It does 
not apply to the state militia. 
Its 
wording is “All pres on s not belong­ 
ing to the military forces” in the 
strik e district. A promise to give re­ 
ceipt for the a/rms and ammunition 
was made, bu# with only t he implied 
pledge of la te r’returns. 


This 
drastic step was tak en by 
the President to stop civil war and 
bloodshed in Colorado. 
A tjjne limit 
will be set and places assigned for re­ 
ceipt of the arms. 


The Colorado district was today 
divided into four military zones of 
operation.

cavalry 
will be directed from Washington by 
Garrison. 
No officer will he placed

It is so easy for mail order sharp­ 


ers to defraud the public that Uncle 


Sam is forced to spend thousands of 


dollars annually, and to maintain a 
large force of inspectors and "jerks 


to nip 
their 
fraudulent 
schemes. 


Frederic J. Haskin, the well known 


journalist, who has been writing a 


series of 
articles for the 
Chicago 


Daily News on the Postoffice Depart­ 
ment tells about the mail order fakirs 


in a recent article on “ Driving Out 
Frauds.” 
The article is as follows: 


The 
Postoffice 
Department 
has 


been fighting the fraudulent use of 


the mails for many years. 
The first 


effort in that direction was to issue 


a fraud order against the [»ersons or 


associations 
guilty 
of 
fraudulent 


practices and denyto it the use of the 


mails either in the receipt or dispatch 


or mail matter. This helped some, but 


there were so many 
ways to get 


around it that the fraud order methoc 


of suppression was not productive 


of the most satisfactory results in 


the efforts of the department to [»re- 


vent the use of the mail order ser­ 


vice in the promotion of fraud. 
Then the department decided to in­ 


stitute 
a 
system of 
prosecution 


against those who advertise tempting 
bait for suckers and use the mails 


in their operations. 
All 
sorts of 


schemes have been hatched up to part 
the unwary from their coin through 


the 
mails. 
One 
of 
the 
favorite 


schemes of getting money is through 


the advertising of worthless sto c ks 


with high par values and a cent 011 


the dollar selling value. 
The victims 
in prospect are advised to remember 


the story of Standard Oil and hear 


again the story of Mergenthaler, are 


gravely told that there is achance to 


plank down an honest dollar that 


ultimately will bring in returns that 
will make Standard Oil incomes look 


like starvation dividends in compari­ 


son. 
The stock advertised may be that 


of an alleged gold mine, or of a Jand 


company owning lands that seldom 
peep above low tide, or of a company 


holding the patent rights to any sort 
of device from one guaranteed to re­ 
volutionize the art of transportation 


to one that will make diamonds out 


of egg shells. 
The advertiser of medical nost­ 


rums and medical appliances usually 


finds himeslf able to do a land office 


business 
until a 
postal 
inspector 
comes around and finds out what he 


is oing. 
Some 
of 
them 
advertise 


remedies which have about as much 


therapeutic value as bread pills 
and 


red colored water, while others ex­ 


patiate upon the virtues of applian­ 


ces that are about as useful 
in ef­ 


fecting a eyre a> a string tied around 


the little finger is useful in staving 


off rheumatism. 
But they get busi­ 


ness a-plenty in spite of it all. 


T he fraudulent produce commission 


ho use is a swindle that catches thou­ 


sands of unsusi>eeting farmers. 
The 


ho use advertises for produee to be 


handled 
011 the 
commission 
basis. 


For a little while things go along in 


fine shape, the farmers getting a good 


return in the accounts sales render­ 


ed, such good returns indeed that the 


excellence of the business of the com­ 


mission hous gets to be a community 


household word in divers rural sec­ 
tions. 
But some fine morning, after 


thousands of shipments have come in 


the house sells out, and the owners 


skip with commissions 'and returns 


as well, leaving a thousand farmers 
in the lurch. 
Ordering 
goods 
under 
fictitious 
names is another scheme for defrau­ 


ding, and, in spite of thebcst that Dun 


and Bradstreet can do, thousands of 


firms get caught by filling such orders 


the consignee leaves between the ris­ 
ing and the setting of the sun, and 
goes elsewhere to repeat his perform­ 
ance. 
Other individuals and firms 


order goods and fail to pay for them. 


A still larger number send checks 


with their orders; the business houses 


fill the orders first and despoit the 


checks afterward. 
A little later the 


house filling the order gets a note 


from its bank that the check in pay­ 
ment 
therefore 
has been 
returned 
marked “ no funds.”

One would tlwnk that as complete­ 


ly as the gold brick swindle and the 


Spanish prisoner fraud have been ex­ 


posed no one would be foolish enough 


to bite at either of them, and that, 


consequently, no one would he likely 


to try to capitalize on either scheme 


again.

making capital out of that widespread 


idea among the uninformed that a man 


can become «1 newspaper writer by 


mail, and that all he has to do is to 
take a little course in a correspon­ 


dence school, and that thereafter he 
can make at least 
$100 dollars a 


month during his spare time writing 
newspaper stories. 
These advertis­ 


ers catch 
thousands of 
ambitious 


people, but sometimes they get caught 
in turn. 
Clairvoyants, 
astrologers 


and palmists who advertise to tell 


you anything you want to know about 


yourself, or about anyone else, find 
almost as many “ suckers” ready to 


bite and the Government 
net gets 
many of them in a year’s time. 
Perhaps one of the worst of the 


frauds 
is 
the 
advertisement 
of 
“ work at home” schemes. 
You are 


told that if you order an outfit from 


the advertiser you can use it and 
the advertiser will buy your product 


in return. 
Usually the scheme ap­ 
peals to poor people who can ill a f­ 


ford to lose a cent, and yet who hope 


to supplement an all too meager fam ­ 


ily income by doing some little ex­ 


tra work.

of land. 
The 


waste products from the kitchen and 


the table may be used to advantage 


as feed. 
The care of the chickens 


is pleasant work, is comparatively 
simple, and may he done 
by 
any 


member of the fam ily. 
Eggs 
and 


dressed poultry are always in demand 
and may be sold to advantage in any 


quantity, or used at 
home, thus 


furnishing a strictly fresh 
product 
which is hard to secure under gen­ 


eral market conditions; and in addi­ 
tion, the care of poultry may provide 


recreation for 
adults, employment 


and good discipline for the children, 


and be a source of income to the 


housewife, or saving in the food ac­ 
count for the fam ily, say 
poultry 
specialists of the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture.

most popular in this country:

The Leg­ 
horns belong to the egg-laying class 


of owls, lay a white egg and are es­ 


pecially adapted to large commercial 


egg farms, or to sections where a 


white egg brings a premium 
over 


brow n eggs. 
The other breeds belong 


to the general-purpose class, and lay 
brown eggs. 
They are better adapt­ 


ed to the average person, for the 


farm er who keeps only a small num­ 


ber of bowls, as they are good layers 


and also make good table poultry. 


Another advantage of the general- 


purpose breeds is that they will hatch 


eggs and brood their chickens, while 
the Leghorns and other breeds of Jhe 
egg-laying class are non-sitters. 


A great variety of 
methods of 


feeding and caring for poultry are 


used 
successfully. 
Hatching 
and 
brooding, or rearing chickens under 


liens, is the best method to Use \y|ieic 


a small number of 
chickens“ are 


raised, and especially if the care is 


apt to be irregular. 
Incubators and 


brooders may be used also, hut they 


increase the cost of equippment con­ 
siderably. 
Chickens can he reared 


under hens successfully by keeping 


the hens confined in the brood coop, 


while allowing the chickens to roam 
at w ill. 


When many fowls ¡ire kept iu a 


small space, the ground becomes so 


foul that in time it becomes difficult 


to rear chickens with good success. 


In order to avoid this condition, it 


is advisable to divide the lot and sow 


part of it with some of the quick- 


growing grains such ¡is, oats, wheat, 


or rye. 
B y this method the yards 


may be rotated every three or four 


weeks during the growing season! 


turning the hens onto the growing 


grain when it is a few inches high. 


A good combination of grains is oats 


and wheat in equal parts, sowing 0 
or 7 bushels to the acre (43,500 sq. 


ft.), and using wheat alone for the 


last seeding in the fall. 


The prime 
essentials 
in poultry 
houses are fresh air, dryness, sun­ 


light, and space enough to keep the 
birds comfortable. 
Allow about 4 


square feet of floor space per bird 


for the general purpose breeds, and 


3 square feet for the smaller breeds. 
A good egg-laying ration may be 


made of a dry mash of equal parts 


of corn meal, bran, 
middlings and 


beef scrap, which is kept before the 


birds in a hopper all of the time; 


and a scratch ration of equal parts 


of eormwheat and oats fed in a lit­ 


ter 4 to 5 inches deep twice daily. 


Regulate this feed so that the birds 


eat about one-half mash and one- 
half scratch grain, which will mean 


feeding about 1 quart of mixed grain 


daily to 12 Plymouth Hock hens, or 


to 14 Leghorns. 
In order to utilize 


the waste table products to the best 


advantage, a moist mash may lie used 


in place of the dry mash, feeding 


once daily. 
It it contains much meat 


table scrap may be substituted for 


the beef scrap; if not, merely add it 


to the mash given above. 
The selection of stock is a matter 


of 
considerable 
importance, as 
a 


great deal of one’s success or failure 


with poultry depends upon the in­ 


dividual specimens 
used to breed 
from. 
Care should be taken to select 


the early maturing fast growing pul­ 


lets. 
Hens will not as a rule, lay un­ 


til they are well 
matured; conse­ 


quently it can be readily seen that 


A good index to a hen’s ability (o pay 


a profit over the cost of feed and 


labor is her ability to be continually 


on the move. 
It is advisable to keep 


but one breed of pure-bre<d fowls, as 
the product from a flock of the same 
variety is more uniform than that 
from a flock of mixed breeds or mon­ 


grel stock. 


It takes a healthy, well-fed flock 


to produee eggs. 
Fowls must not be 


allowed to become too fat, as but 
few eggs will be laid by hens in such 


condition. 
To prevent their getting 


overfat, it is best to make them work 


for most of their feed by scratching 


in the litter, of which there should 


be about 4 inches on the floor. 
This 


litter can be of straw, leaves, or chaff 


and should always he kept dry. 
A good feed for egg production is 


one composed of corn, wheat, and 


oats, equal parts by measure. 
It is 


advisable to use home-grown grains 


whenever possible. 
In sections where 


corn and oats do not thrive, other 
grains can he used to good advan­ 


tage; for example, a mixture of equal 
parts by measure of kafir corn, oats, 


and barley wrill produce good results. 


Scatter a small handful of this mix­ 


ture for every three hens in the litter 


morning and noon, and give them all 
they will eat of it in a V-shaped 
through at night. 
In the winter time 


some green feed should he fed at 


noon; cabbage or 
mangel-wurzels, 


either chopped or whole, are good. 


Every few days look in the litter 


carefully and see if the fowls are 


eating all the grain being given them; 


if not, reduce the quantity. 
Fowls 


that have to work for what feed they 


get seldom become overfat. 
Grit end 


oyster shells in a hopper should a l­ 


ways he kept before them. 
The grit 


is used to grind their feed, and the 


o y s te r shell furnishes the lime for 


the eggshells. 
Be sure to keep water 


before them at all times. 
Birds that 


are laying drink much more water 


than those that are not laying. 
The 


water should he kept out of the direct 


rays of the sun. 
The period 
of time 
it takes to 


hatch eggs of the domestic hen is 21 


days. 
There ¡ire two methods of in­ 


cubation and brooding, namely, nat­ 


ural and artificial. 
In natural incu­ 
bation and brooding the hen is a l­ 


lowed to sit on a nest of eggs and 


brood or mother the young ch icks 


when hatched.

Mexican Populace Begins to Idolize 


‘ Hero of Torreon’ and he Doubt­ 


less Overshadows Carranza 


H I S CAREER 
IS 
A 
MYSTERY 


General Accepted Version is That he 


Was Born a Peon on Mexican 


Soil— Another Tale 


W ashington, May 2.— That Yilla is 


the man most likely to be the nex t 
President of Mex ico has become the 
general beMef in Washington. 
The 
ex ican populace has begun to ido­ 
lize him as a military hero and no 
doubt remains that he now ov ershad­ 
ows Carranza in the ey es of the Con­ 
stitutionalist party . 


Villa’s protestation that he does not 
want to he President of Mex ico are 
receiv ed skeptically in Washington, 
particularly by those who hav e had 
any occasion to do 
business 
with 
Villa himself. 


Villa, those who know him declare, 
will be the man of the hour in Mex i­ 
co when Huerta falls, and will not be 
able to keep himself out of the pres­ 
idency , ev en if he wants to. 


Once Huerta is out, there arc few 
in Washington who doubt that the 
Mex ican people will turn to Villa as 
their 
champion and 
probably 
will 
make an idol out of him. 
Fickleness 
is a rather constant quality in Mex i­ 
co, and those who fight for Huerta 
today may cheer for Villa tomorrow. 
Mex ico has preferred the Villa ty pe 
of man in the past and is likely to 
prefer it again. 


No career in Mex ico is surrounded 
with more my stery than that of Villa, 
While the generally accepted v ersion 
is that he was born a peon on Mex i­ 
can soil, there is a story that Villa 
is a Mary land negro whose name is 
George Goldsby and that he once &(*r- 
v ed in the Tenth United States Cav a­ 
lry . 
Most of the stories about him 
are a perplex ing mix ture of fact and 
legend, but all 
of them 
generally 
agree that he is man of astonishing 
military attainment, dashing courage 
and fiendish cruelty , who is not cal­ 
lous to the shedding of blood, but 
rather delights in it. 
The tale of his 
crimes is an amazing one. 
So also is 
the story of his leadership. 


When it is remembered that Villa, 
hav ing fled Mex ico after the rise of 
Huerta, returned 
to 
that 
country 
only 13 months ago with nine men at 
his back, and in six months was lead­ 
ing an army of 12,000, the man’s 
capacity for organization and m as­ 
tery 
of men 
cannot 
possibly 
be 
doubted. 


ITuerta hav ing conceiv ed a dislike 
for Villa, had reduced him from pow­ 
er as a military leader and forced 
him to curry the horses in the pres­ 
idential stable. 


Villa finally escaped. 
When he rc- 
truned 
to Mex ico 
across the Rio 
Grande border in March of last y ear 
with his nine followers he was riding 
a stolen horse, carried a 
borrowed 
rev olv er and had as prov isions for 
his band two sacks of flour. 


H alf a y ear later his army of 2,000 
men well armed had a train load of 
ammunition and supplies, possessed 
38 field pieces and 50 machine guns, 
and boasted a war chest of 
more 
than $5,000,000 in gold and silv er 
Mex ican coin. 


That Villa, if he achiev es the Pres­ 
idency of Mex ico, will remember the 
wrongs of the people for whom he 
has fought is regarded as a matter of 
great doubt. 
There is ev idence that 
he is fond of pomp and display . 
In 
his palace at Chihuahua it is record­ 
ed that he built a raised platform, 
cov ered it with rich rugs, set upon it 
a large gilded chair and hung ov er it 
a canopy of red v elv et embroiderer- 
ed with gold. 
Sitting in this chair, 
Villa is declared to hav e receiv ed the 
homage of his followers much after 
the fashion of a King. 


Certain it is that Villa is by all 
odds the most interesting man in 
Mex ico. 
How much of a real friend 
he is to common people may only be 
disclosed by letting hinj^hav e a try 
at the Presidency .
